TWO GRAZE DEATH 
IN RESCUE EFFORT 


Monroe Butler, 15, Saves 
Two Lives—Mrs. Man- 
ning Had Been Visiting 
Relatives in Atlanta. 


Mrs. William A. Manning, of Mont- 
somery, Ala., was drowned Sunday 
afternoon when she stepped into a 
ten-foot hole in a fish pond on the 
farm of her brother, G. H. Butler, at 
Sandy Springs, Ga. 

She was brought to the surface un- 
conscious by her 15-year-old nephew, 
Monroe Butler, antl a pulimotor, car- 
ried to the scene by an H. M. Patter- 
son & Son ambulance, was used for 
more than an hour in a futile effort 
to revive her. 

Mrs. Manning, her brother and 
their sister, Mrs. Ethel Grogan, were 
bathing in the small pend on Mr. 
Butler’s farm. Mrs. Manning, who 
could not swim, had been staying in 
the shallow water, but stepped too 
. near the hole and slipped into the ten 
feet of water, 

Near Death in Rescue Effort, 

The brother and sister went to her 
rescue but were themselves exhaustel 
by the effort and both had gone un- 
der for the second time when Monroe 
Butler arrived on the scene in his 
automobile. He immediately dived in, 
without removing his clothes. 

Young Butler succeeded in swim- 
ming to the bank with Mrs. Grogan 
and his father, and then returued 
for Mrs. Manning. She had gone down 
for the last time, but he brought her 
to the surface, aewam with her to the 
bank and then ¢alled the ambulance. 

The body was removed to H. M. Vat- 
terson & Son's funeral parlors and 
Mr. Manning notified. Mr. Butler, 
who himself had narorwly esta ned 
drowning, was faker to “his home, 905 
Ponce de Leon avenue, and placed in 


cage of a physician. He is a promi- 
nent Atlanta: contractcr. 
Visiting Relatives. 

Mrs. Manning came to Atlanta from 
Montgomery -Thursday and was vis- 
iting relatives here. She had been in 
ill health for some time, it was stated. 
She was 43 years old. 

In addition to her husband, her 
sister and brother, Mrs. Manning is 
survived by a daughter, Miss Francis 
Manning, and another brother, J. D. 
Butler, of Atlanta. Funeral arrange- 
ments will be apnounced Tater.

The affairs of the bank, which 
closed after the discovery of an allez- 
ed shortage of $342,000, are now in 
the hands of S. S. McConnell, state 
superintendent of banking, who has 
been designated as receiver by chan- 
cery court. 

Drafts Amounts te $21.000. 

The reports concerning Judge Ross 
said that unpaid drafts. bearing his 
name, and drawn on various persons. 
to the total amount of about $21,000 
were found among the bank's re- 
sources. Two of these drafts. accord- 
ing to stories published in Tennessee 
newspapers, were drawn on Roane 
Waring and Lake Hays, Memphis at- 
torneys. They were quoted as saying

Three Persons Are In- 
jured in Automobile Ac- 
cidents — Police Are 
Seeking Driver-of Car. 


Five persons were injured Sunday 
night in a train wreck and three by 
automobiles. None was dangerously 
hurt, according to railroad surgeons 
and doctors at the Grady hospital. 

Train wreck victims are: Engineer 
Dave Conley. Fireman John Maddox. 
colored, Brakeman Will Ragland, and 
James Carter, 22, of Salem, Ala., and 
Otis Hilyer, of Chattahoochee, Ga., 
who, it is reported were not members 
of the train crew. 

Those hurt by automobiles are: 
Mrs. L. E.. Ergle, 42, 65 Woodward 
avenue; J. R. Baker, 43, Ellenwood, 
Ga., and a negro, Robert Jackson, 
263 Martin street. 

Freight Is Wrecked. 

Eight hours were required.to clear 
up the debris of the freight wreck on 
the belt line of the Atlafita & West 
Point railroad at the Glenwood ave- 
nue crossing. 

The wreck occurred when the en- 
gine of freight train 209, Atlanta to 
Montgomery, jumped the track and 
overturned about 10:30. o’clock Sun- 
day night. The cause of the accident 
had. not been determined early this 
morning, railway officials stated. 

Following the overturning of the 
engine, seven freight cars piled up. 
Engineer Conley, Brakeman Ragland 
and Fireman Maddox saved their lives 
by leaping from the train just in time 
to escape from being pinned under 
the wreckage. 

The train had just. left the yard 
limits of the railroad and was on the 
belt line steaming toward the mhin 
line of tracks when. ihe. accident oc 
curred,

Mrs. Ergle, one of the automobile 
victims, was severely bruised and cut 
about the arms and head. However, 
she as allowed to go home after 
treatment at the Grady hospital.

in which they were riding fell to the 
ground and burst into flames here to- 
day. The machine fell from a height 
of 40 or 50 feet. 


Miss Bayfinger and her companion 
were visitors at the Harry Perkins 
flying circus and went up with Hun- 
ter, an experienced pilot. 

Hunter said one of the passengers 
suddenly stood up and he determined 
to swing back te the field, fearing she 
was frightened and would leap to the 
ground. As he “banked” at the turn, 
the lower wing became entangled in 
a treetop and the plane fell. 


The gasoline tank apparently was 
cracked, the inflammable liquid sat- 
urating the women’s clothing and the 
airplane. It became ignited and. the 
flames prevented possible assistance. 

The two women died almost in- 
stantly while Hunter, partly thrown 
from his seat, was able to craw! out 
of danger.

Ill, at the expiration of the first 


quarter century of his reign, r eiv- 
ed- today a peputar demonstration 
which left no doubt that, whatever 
party differences may divide his sub- 
jects, they still are united in their 
satisfaction with the present. mon- 
archistic form of government and with 
having that monarchy personified in 
the house of Savoy. 

It was a day of patriotic festivi- 
ties, with a veritable riot of colors 
in which the national tri-color pre- 
dominated. 

The participants in the manifesta- 
tion weré drawn from every part of 
the empire. Eight thousand mayors 
came from as many cities, towns and 
hamlets as spokesmen for the millions 
of subjects, who were unable to at- 
tend. There were also a dozen or 
more. representatives frem the vari- 
oys Italian African colonies to be- 
speak the colonial sentiment of loyalty 
‘te the great white chief.

Baton Rouge, La. June 7.—Miss- 
ing examination papers, believed to 
play an import@nt part in the killing 
here today of Oscar B. Turner, pro- 
fessor of agronomy at Louisiana State 
university, which could not be found 
before and immediately after the 
tragedy, have been mysteriously re- 
turned ‘to Professor Turner’s desk in 
the agronomy building, police 
nounced. tonight. 

With the finding of these papers, 
officers reddubled their efforts to solve 
the baffling circumstances surround- 
ing the crime, discovered this morn- 
ing, when R. G. Markham, senior 
agriculture student, who had: been 
serving as an assistant to Professor 
Turner, found the agronomy instruc- 


tor dying from numerous gashes on 


the head, face, throat and chest, evi- 
dently in‘licted with a fire ax, which 
lay near the victim and bore a blood- 
stained hand smear as the only clue. 

Coupled with the puzzling return 
of the examination papers at a time 
when the agronomy building, the scene 
of the tragedy, was thronged with of- 
ficers and persons, drawn there by 
curiosity, came the announcement by 
police that the bloodstained ax han- 
die has been photographed, but does 
not show any trace of finger ot ‘hand 
prints. It-is believed that the slayer 
wore gtoves. 

Police said they were convinced the 
professor's assailant was a student. 
They point to the return of the pa- 
pets, which were to hav, been used 
in an examination t W, and the

has improved marketing and distribut- 
ing, and, most important, has provid- 
ed a new transportation agency—all 
economic benefits whose value cannot 
be estimated. 


Declared Vital Industries. 


“During the period of the motor 
car's advance in America,” the sur- 
vey says, “savings banks deposits 
have nearly doubled, individual bank 
deposits have more than tripled, as- 
sets of building and Joan associations 
have trippled and life insurance in 
force has increased two and one-half 
times. This would seem to prove 
that development of the automobile 
as a basic element of transportation 
has been a vital part of the increased 
efficiency and productive capacity of 
all interests.”

HARRIMAN GIVEN 
RICH CONCESSION 


(Copyright, 1925, by United News.) 

Moscow, June 5,—(Delayed.)—It is 
learned on the highest authority that 
the concessions committee of the soviet 
government has signed a preliminary 
agreement with a representative of 
the Harriman interests for a 20-year 
concession in the Georgian Chiatouri 
manganese fields, as a result of nego- 
tiations which have been progressing 
since last August. 

This concession, covering operations 
in the world’s largest concentrated 
manganese deposits, represents by far 
the largest Russian grant ever made 
to an American concern. 

An intervening period of three 
months is provided for final ratifica- 
tion of the agreement by both par- 


ties. 
Will Spend $4,000,000. 

The details have not been made 
public, but it is learned that the 
American concern agrees to spend $4.,- 
000.000 in improving the _ technical 
facilities at the mines, improving the 
railroad connection between Chiatouri 
_ Poti, and building an elevator at 
oti. 

It is understood that the conces- 
sionaires will pay royalties to the 
soviet union, which will assure the

What 
disadvantage is there in allowing 
the people of the United States the 
fullest and freest opportunity to 
realize upon these by-products of 
national forest management, if they 
are careful with fire, refrain from 
polluting the streams, and do not 
interfere with the legitimate use of 
the material products of the forest 
land? 

Why isn’t it a function of the 
federat government to make all of 
the properties under its control 
contribute in all constructive ways 
to the moral and physical growth 
and general well-being of its citi- 
zens? Why shouldn’t public funds 
be applied in some small degree to 
permit the development of supple- 
mental: forms of public-land use 
which will help the American peo- 
ple to counteract the stress and 
intensity of modern civilization, 
especially when a larger return can 
be obtained for less money than in 
any other way? 

It is hoped the people of lower 
altitudes will visit the Georgia 
mountains in great numbers this 
summer. Any place will be attrac- 
tive and healthful. It is hoped 
that within another year, when road 
development has been further ad- 
vanced, we may get the govern- 
ment to officially designate, for rest 
and recreational purposes, the re- 
serves in this state as “the Georgia 
national forests.” 


No charge is made for permis- 
sion to use the national forest 
highways, trails, camp grounds, or 
lands except where exclusive rights 
or special privileges are desired, 
and these are allowed only where 
they do not interfere with free use 
of the forest by the general public. 
People use the forests without re- 
striction or restraint, except where 
it is necessary to require that camp 
fire permits be secured, free of 
charge or, in rare instances of 
great emergency, to restrict people 
to designated camp grounds or to 
exclude them from areas of excep- 
tional fire danger. Ordinarily each 
visitor has unrestricted opportunity 
to follow his own bent. If he pre- 
fers to camp at some isolated point 
rather than to patronize an estab- 
lished camp ground he is at liberty 
to do so. The only requirements 
imposed upon him are care with 
fire and conformity to reasonable 
sanitary rules. As a result recrea- 
tion in the national forests is demo- 
cratic, informal and largely unre- 
stricted. In the national forests 
monopolies are not allowed but, 
on the contrary, competition in 
serving the public prevails. 

As a matter of fact this policy 
of free use is consistent with the 
general practices of federal, state 
ahd municipal governments. For 
example, the supervision of navi- 
gable water bodies entails heavy 
public expenditures but nobody 
thinks of charging for the privilege 
of boating or bathing in such 
waters, which, by the way, have the 
same relation to the recreation 
needs of some of our citizens that 
the national forests have to. others.

As a child, Charlotte Cushman was 
gifted to an extraordinary degree;

ing.” so she returned to New York 
and started all over at the bottom 
of the ladder and thereby mastered 
the technique of acting from start to 
finish. 

Charlotte Cushman was not. too 
proud to play second fiddle.

As a matter of 
fact I can recall no great name in 
the history of art, or anvthing else, 
which was not early - dedicated “to 
second fiddle playing for a good long 
apprenticeship. ;

It is not only 
serious, but it . rikes deep’ at the 
hearts of men and women when it 
is contemplated that a hundred or 
more deaf and dumb children in Geor- 
gia are denied the special training to 
equip them for usefulness and happi- 
ness because the state refuses to pro- 
vide necessary “facilities for them at 
the school for the purpose. 

Speaking of conservation—that of 
human life, of mental and physical 
power, is the soundest economics. To 
make productive citizens out of the 
defective, the delinquent and the de- 
pendent, is not only good morality, 
but good business.

School for the Deaf 
Incapacitated To Meet 
The Demands Upon It 


Editor Constitution: I wrote in the 
morning and afternoon papers some 
statements regarding the school for 
the deaf at Cave Spring, based largely - 
upon the annual report to the gov- 
ernor that is more or less mislead- 
ing to the average man. though doubt- 
less not so intended, ; 

It is true Georgia appropriated 
less per capita for the students at 
Cave Spring than do other states for 
this work, and it is a serious matter 
to try to pull through the school year 
within the appropriation and give the 
children the advantages they need «9 
sorely. It is a shame upon the state 
that this is true and there are econo- 
mies practiced that should not be 
necessary. We have had no new build-

Department Now Useful. 

Hoover took a department which 
was regarded as a joke four years 
‘ago and has converted it from a col- 
lection of dusty, somewhat useless 
files to a government super-service 
bureau for business; Every © basic 
industry can and does go to the de- 
partment of commerce now for trade 
information. Hardly a day but a 
group of leaders from some industry 
are here conferring with Hoover over 
methods of eliminating. wasteful 
trade practices. Control of the patent 
office and the bureau of mines makes 
him the god-father of two mort great 
areas of industry. 

To the layman, speculation about 
the 1928 presidential contest seems 
prematurely idle. But — politicians 
know that gates to presidential nom- 
inations often are opened or closed 
long in advance. By alert foresight 
they often are able to groom their 
favorite or kill off the unfavored 
long before the public realizes what 
has happened. - 

It would be unfair to Hoover to 
charge him with maneuvering for the 
presidential nomination. It is incon- 


ceivable that he will do what Blaine 
did—serve in his chief's cabinet and 
resigu on the eve of the nominating 
convention and try to capture the 
nomination. 

Two Paths Are Open. 

If Hoover becomes a candidate for 
the nomination, it Will be in. one of 
two ways. Either he will be desig- 
nated as the administration’s heir or 
he will get into a wide-open. fight. 
If the latter, Coolidge will have re- 
fused renomination or else Hoover 
will have withdrawn from the cabinet 
long before. 

For the present it is likely that 
Hoover will continue his work of 
making a man-sized department out 
of the department of commerce, and 
let polities take its natural course. 

Hoover has retained the hold on 
business men ‘which he had five years 
ago when more skillful political ma- 
neuvering probably would have made 
him a presidential nominee. And he 
likewise is just as isolated from the 
professional politicians as he was 
has a group of extremely 
loyal men around him, both in the 
government and outside, but there 
are no ractical politicians among 
them. ven the heroic efforts of 
Coolidge to make Hoover his running- 
mate last year failed because the poli- 
ticians at Cleveland, except Butler, 


' were cold to him. 


And it is partly because the presi- 
dent tried to put Hoover on the 
ticket that politicians are watching 
the head of the department of com- 
merece continuously,

No. Doubt of Loeb’s Insanity, 


PHYSICAL CONDITION BETTER, BUT MENTAL 48 WORSE 


Warden of Prison Declares 


BY HAROLD ANDREWS. 
Staté Penitentiary, Joliet, Ill., June 


7.—Richard Loeb, the millionaire col- 
lege boy who became link number 
9306 in the endless chain of social 
outcasts in this institutjon of silence, 
because he murdered 13-year-old 
Robert Franks, has become insane 
and lies in the dreary prison hospital 
strapped to an iron cot. 

John Whitman, warden of the 
prison, said Sunday that Loeb was 
steadily growing worse. 

“There is no doubt in my mind,” 
he told the United News, “that Loeb 
is insane. His physical condition is 
better than it was several days ago, 
but my observations, drawn from the 
study ‘of similar cases over a great 
number of years, is that he has suf- 
fered a complete mnd@htal collapse.” 

“Loeb’s present condition is simi- 
lar to that of several other convicts 
in the institution in recent years,” 
Warden Whitman said. “Seven of 


these men ars still under observation 
and have returned to.normal in a de 


gree, but they are still dangerous. 

“The cause of the disorder is the 
sudden change which men undergo 
when they come from their homes and 
the pleasures of the outside and find 
themselves at the bottom of the pit.” 

Warden Whitman ridiculed rumors 
that “Patches” will be allowed to 
visit Loeb. “Patches” was Dickie’s 
pet name for Gertrude. Rheinhardt, 
the stenographer who frequently ac- 
schioaniad him when he made the 
rounds of the cabarets.. -He append- 
ed her initials to the famous ransom 
letter which was mailed to the father 
of Robert Franks, and for atime 
the -defense intended calling her as 
a witness during the trial, 

“Patches,” arrayed in brightly col- 
ored clothes, appeared at the court- 
room one day ready to testify, but at 
the last moment she was not called 
to the stand.

Athens, Ga., June 6.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—It was sixteen years 


Athens woman, and member of a 
distinguished Georgia family. who was 
spending the summer months at Tal- 
lulah Falls, realized the needs of an

‘leges of an education. 

At that time Mrs. }ipscomb was 
president of the Georgia Federation 
| of Women’s Clubs, and she carried 
her vision of this school to the club- 
women of the state, and they became 


stitution. 


As a result the Tallulah Falls In- 
dustrial school was opened on July 3, 
1909, with Mrs. Lipscomb as director, 
and exactly nine days. later classes 
began in a little one-room house. 
That was 16 years ago, and on June 
10, prominent clubwomen from all 
sections of the’ state wfll gather at 
Tallulah Falls and this school, to 
dedicate a number of buildings that 
have been. erected during the past 
several years: to meet the growing 
needs of the unique institution. 

Tallulah Falls has long been re- 
puted as one of ‘the scenic points of 
Georgia, and its: location among the 
| mountains and waterfalls of the Ra- 
} bun and Habersham county sections is 
known to practically all Georgians. 
The school is loeated in the very 
heart of the mountains, and the in- 
habitants have come to look upon 
this institution as one of their great- 
est possessions. 

During the first year the school 
was open, 60 pupils attended and 
i since then the enrollment has grewn 
to 15) and only limited facilities, it 
is said, prevent the number from be- 
ing even larger. It has been pointed 
out that this is the only school in 
the United States that is owned and 
operated by a woman's elub. 

The site for the original institu- 
tion was donated to the club by Miss 
Sarah KE. White, of Tallulah. Twen- 
ty-five acres of wooded land: comprise 
the campus of the school now, and 
the number of buildings has increased 
to seven. 

The school has an endowment of 
$36,000 which was raised by the 
elubwemen of the sate, and .17 per- 
petual scholarships of $2,900 each. 
The school has been referred to as 
“The Light in the Mountains,” and 
the slogan of the women of the fed- 
eration, so far as the school is con- 
} cerned, is “The school eblongs to the 
Georgia Federation, but the children 
belong to us all,” : :

A QUEEN LOOKS AT LIFE. 
By Q arie of Rumania. 


I have met many, and I like them. 
There. is a sincerity about them 
which fits in with my own. Some- 
times they astound me. As f have 
said before, occasionally’ they upset 
my old Butfopean ideas about things. 
They are always in such a hurry, al- 
ways expect everything—never mat- 
ter what it is—can. be done immedi- 
ately, if not before. 
Amerieans are certainly more effici- 
ent than we are. They do not waste 
time dreaming, or remembering. They 
are doing. all the time, organizing, 
planning, advising, helping. 

I- have been very~ kindly thelped by 
Americans. It began, with the war 
when the American Red Cross came 
to our assistance. We needed help 
badly. We were in terrible trouble, 
and the American efficiency was like 
a tidy room amidst chaos. — 

But I am not going to talk about 
the war, so don’t. be afraid, although 
I de not belong to those who have 
forgotten. I shall never forget it, we 
must never forget it. 

‘I. knew very nearly every member 
in Rumania per- 
sonally, heginning with Colonel Henry 
Anderson, the chief, who became a 
great friend of mine and who has, I 
am glad to say. remained one. A 
kinder, dearer friehd no one could 
imagine. 

I always found time and means to 
zo personally to inspect the different 
corners, never matter how far or dif- 
ficult to reach, where these admirable 
workers were doing wonders. Those 
were red-letter days for all of us. 

Queen Learns U. 8S. Geography. 

It used to be my joy inquiring from 
each whence he or she had come, 
what part of America was his home. 
and I assure you IL learned a lot of 
geography that. way. Always, never 
matter how hard the work, how dark 
the days we were_facin?, .we would 
chat and laugh; yes, we always man- 
aged to laugh, ana laughter is’ the 
most hygienie thing on earth. We 
were tremendously -interested in each 
other—quite simply, liké children al- 
most, never suspicious of each other: 
just éld friends straight off. 

Yes, that is one of the things I like 
best about Americans; there is no 
Shilly-shallying. , One can get straight 
to the point, “get. there.” A hand- 
shake—and then straight off to the 
subject that interests. No mere 
phrases, no nonsense, no loss of. time. 

Yet I have been able to talk to 
us a disconcerting way of wanting to 
be efficient, practical and business- 
like about everything. We like to 
leave just a little mystery, a little 
space for dreams, imagination. The 


American imagination is. immediately 


tapped off into hot-or-cold, pounds- 
shillings-pence, ftake-or-leave, I am 
too old a European to see things so 
positively as all that, which perhaps 
gives us a little douch of poetry in 
which America is wanting, and which 
80 many Americans came over to- find 
in our good old ¢ountries———our un- 
practical, backward but picturesque 
old countries, 


American dreams are so vast. so 
full of tremendously glaring light, No 
shadowy corners, nothing left to the 


imagination, no dusk, no sunrise - or.

Ye tI have been able to talk to

The June fiscal plan, as care og 
tonight by Secretary Mellon, calls f 
the disposal of only $125,000,000 in 
new securities. The issue, another 
series of certificates of indebtedness, 
to bear only three per cent interest 
and to matute in one year from June 
15, together with balances on. hand 
and June 15 tax receipts, will retire 
more than $400,000,000 in maturing 
paper, 

The securities maturing are all 
treasury notes, which,have been bear- 
ing 4 1-2 per cent interest, so the op- 
eration not only effects a reduction in 
the amount of the debt outstanding, 
but a saving in the interest payments 
on the remainder that is replaced by 
the new issue.
